Yes. For example, scenes from Mickey 
Mouse cartoons appeared in “Sullivan’s 
Travels” (1941), “Dillinger” (1945), 
“Michael O’ Halloran” (1948), and 
“Portrait of Jennie” (1948). 

Disney animators made dishes and 
silverware dance and sing fora 
nightmare sequence in “Servant’s 
Entrance,’ starring Janet Gaynor (1934). 
Walt provided “Hot Chocolate Soldier,’ a 
short cartoon introduced by Mickey 
Mouse, for MGM’s “Hollywood Party” 
(1934). And Disney artists created 
animation effects for “Forbidden Planet” 
(1956). 


When did Walt Disney make his tele- 
vision debut? —F.R., Cedar Rapids, Iowa 
Walt’s very first television show 

was a special entitled “One Hour in 
Wonderland” which aired on Christmas 
Day, 1950. It featured Walt Disney as 
host, with guests Edgar Bergen and 
Charlie McCarthy. A second Disney 
Christmas Show followed in 1951.

If you have an early version of the 
Mickey Mouse watch, from the 1930s or 
1940s, it would indeed be of interest to 
collectors. The very first Mickey Mouse 
watches were made by Ingersoll in 1933. 
These watches, in fine running condition 
in their original boxes, have been selling 
in the $300 to $400 range. Watches from 
the late 1930s and the immediate post- 





war period, distinguished by their 
rectangular shape, have been selling in 
the $75 to $200 range.
